Springer and Carter H. Harrison as 
among those upon whom the coveted 
lightning is liable to descend. With 
so much presidential timber to select 
from the Sucker state will indeed be 
unfortunate if the choice of one party 
or the other does not fall upon one 
of her sons.

Reform in Civil and Criminal Pro- 
| 
cedure. 


In a very able paper devoted to 


the subject of reform of the civil 
and criminal procedure, delivered be- 
fore the Dlinois State Bar Associa- 
tion, Mr. C. C. Bonney, of Chicago, 
said: 


"It is not long since that a learned 


Judge declared that nearly all re- 
forms in judicial procedure have 
been secured, not by the efforts of 
the legal profession, but in spite of 
the general opposition of that body. 
If this statement were ever true, the 
lawyers of Illinois should demon- 
strate, by their action on the subject 
of law reform, that it is not applica 
ble to them. Let every one urge his 
own views with commendable zeal, 
but with a sincere willingness that, 
if better plans oun be found, they 
shall be adopted. With such a spir- 
it, progress will be sure; and will 
finally result in a greatly improved 
emthod of legal procedure. 


"Let us beware of an excessive 


veneration of the past. It dulls the 
judgment; it binds the hands; it 
tolerates an evil, because it is old; it 
rejects a good, because it is new. 
The highest tribute we can pay to 
the pioneer is to develop and im- 
prove his work. This is especially- 
true in jurisprudence, for the work 
of the bench and the bar is to deal 
with the practical questions of the 
time as they arise. No generation 
can to any great extent anticipate 
and perform the work of the next. 
Each must do its own. Let us, 
therefore, devote our best eflbrts to 
the removal of evils in the adminis- 
tration of justice, now almost uni- 
versally acknowledged. 
Lot us ele- 


vate the legal profession in the public 
confidence and esteem by advancing 
it to the front as the most zealous 
and faithful champion of law re- 
form

of Gnitean is now drawing to a close, 
and it is exacted that the end will 


reached with the termination of 


the next week. The general impres- 
sion prevails that the Government 
las been put to a great expense to 
Drosecufce the assassin, and the costs 
xf the trial have been estimated to 
exceed $50.000 by persons not di- 
rectly connected with disbursing the 
inanffes, but who have founded their 
judgment on outside circumstances. 
It cannot definitely be learned what 
Judge Porter and Mr. Davidge are 
:o receive for their services as special 
prosecuting officers, but from the 
bints thrown ont it is believed that 
their fee, will not be exaggerated 
when placed at §15,000 for each of 
them. Including Saturday next in 
the days of trial, it will bring the 
pa\ of" the' jurors as follows:
